BAYARD said that hc was 
entirely sensible of the inutility, 
in general of entering upon the discus­ 
sion of a subject which had been a long 
lime under consideration, and upon 
which it m ight be supposed that the 
opinions of m em bers were formed and 
settled ; but on an occasion so momen­ 
tous as the present, he should not feel 
himself justified in subm itting even a 
motion of postponement, without offer­ 
ing his reasons in support of it— nor 
could hc think that in giving a silent 
vote, that he had discharged the duty 
of his station» G entlem en would re­ 
mark, that he had confined 
motion 
10 time, in order that m em b".à m ight 
not bo eom proraitted in supportm g it, 
who m ight think the war itself jint and 
necessary. 


T he motion did not oppose or deny 
the suflfiicieacy of the causes, or the po­ 
licy of the Wir. 
^ went only to affirm 
what he trusted the course of his obscr- 
v>4tions would render very evident, that 
this was not a time at which war ought 
to be dccUred. 
• 


He indulged a confidence, that upon 
so great an occasion the Senate would 
t»oi be impelled to act by any little pas­ 
sions, nor by any cousiderations which 
did !ioi arise out of an extended and dis­ 
tinct view of the m iarests of the country. 
It IS not cnouiçh lhal we have cause ol 
War, we must see that we are pi'epared, 
and in a condition to make wUr. 
You 
do noi y;o lo war for tho benefit of your 
cnciny, but your own advantage—.not 
lo 1ÎIVC proofs of a vain and heedless 
couraije, but to assert your right» and 
redress your wrongs. 
If you com ­ 
mence hostilities, betöre you are pre- 
paied to strike a blow, and while your 
cities, yju r territory, and your pro^crty 
on the ocean, are exposed to the mercy 
of a government possessing vast re­ 
sources of war, what can you expect 
but to add new distresses, defeat and 
disgrace, to the w iongs of which you 
complain. 
It is a strange moiive tor 
wui— a wish to gratily tne rapacity, to 
bvvolt ihe irium pns, and to increase the 
insolence of the enemy. 


Mr. U. said that neither the govern­ 
ment nor the people had expected, or 
were prepared for war. 
Even at this 
moment the general opinion abroad was, 
that there would be no war— the m er­ 
cantile and trading world had conliim- 
ed to act upon that opinion—*nor could 
people be persuaded, that an unarmed 
nation was about to attack a nation 
armed cap a pie 
No man had laid oui 
his account for this war> and every one 
would he taken by surprize and unpre­ 
pared fur ils shock. 
You have at this 
moment an immense property abr ad, 
a g real portion of il in England, and 
pal I floating on the ocean, and hasicnmg 
to your poiis. 
The postponement pro­ 
posed m ight save a great portion ot this 
jiruperty, and bring home the seamen 
now absent from the country. 
Geniie- 
ruen would rem em ber the number oí 
ships which left our ports upon the eve 
ot the em bargo— these vessels had not 
had time to perform their voyages, and 
the greater part of them were still a- 
broad. 
H e knew that some menibeib 
had no commiseration for the inerchaui 
vviio had dared to escape the embargo, 
and who had disregarded the salutary 
precautions, designed, as it was saiU, 
lur hii security. 
But he did not tliink 
it surprising nor cu l|J^le, that tiioic 
whose property consisted 
in ships, 
sliouUl be averse to seeing them rotting 
at the wharves, and even disposed to 
incur risks to find employment lur iiitni 
abroad. 


Even, however, if itshould be thoUv;l'i 
that the merchants had 
a c te d 
with 
indiscretion and folly, it is ttic part ol 
a paj’cntal goveinm ent, such as this 
ought always to be, not to punish Uie 
citizens for their m islortuncs, but lo 
guard them against tiie effects ol iheu 
errors. 
Beside, a loss of individual 
property was a loss lo the staU, as lae 
public strength was derived iroui indivi­ 
dual rosijurces. 


He stated that the question of war 
had been doubtful till the preseni ino- 
meni. 
He did not believe that the 
president himself expected war 
opening of the session, nor for a long 
time after.

recede. 


D esperate as the coarsc 'W\n V hich 
now alone remained to be pursued, they 
supposed they were obliged toM vancc, 
or become tho object of reproafc/' and 
scorn both to friend* and foes, t^his 
aecessity they had brought upon tW 
selves, but it was too late to consiter 
whether the condition m ight have b 
avoided ’, they were pledged in the stu 
of events to attem pt to extort from 
, 
tain by fbrce the concession of those 
points which their argum ents had failed 
in persuading her to yield, 
tie had no 
doubt, but that some months past, the 
cabinet had seriously doiermihcd upon 
resorting to hostilities. But the concur­ 
rence ol Congress was to be obtained ;
